AN  ACT 

To  repeal  the  duties  on  certrin  articles  manu 
factured  within  the  U.  States. 

Re  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Re 
presentathes  of  the  United  States  of  America,  in 
Congress  assembled.  That  the  act  entitled  “ An 
act  to  provide  additional  revenue  for  defraying 
the  expenses  of  government,  and  maintaining 
the  public  credit,  hy  laying  duties  on  various 
goods,  Wares  and  merchandise  manufactured 
within  the  U States,*’  passed  the  eighteenth  ol 
January,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fil 
teen,  and  also  the  act,  entitled  “ An  act  to 
provide  additional  revenues  for  defraying  the 
expences  of  government,  and  maintaining  the 
public  ci cd it,  by  laying  a duty  on  gold,  silver, 
ami  plated  ware,  and  jewelry,  and  paste  Work 
manufactured  within  the  1L  States,”  passtdon 
the  t wenty. second  of  February,  ofqe  thou-aiid 
eight  hundred  nndfificen,  hi,  and  the  same  are 
hereby  repealed  : Provided,  That  for  the  re 
covery  and  receipt  ot  such  duties  as  have  ac-' 
crued,  anil  remain  outstanding ; and  for  the 
recovery  A.  distribution  Cf  fines,  penalties  and 
forfeitures,  and  the  remission  thereof,  which 
shall  have  been  incurred  in  relation  to  any 
duty  which  shall  have  heretofore  accrued,  the 
prr.visi-fns  ot  the  aforesaid  acts  snail  remain 
in  full  force  and  virtue.

GlWihg  bounties  in  land  and  extra  pav  to  certain 
Canadian  Volunteers. 

Re  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  amt  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives of  the  United  States  of  America  in 
Congress  assembled.  That  all  such  persons  as 
lead  been  citizens  of  the  United  States  ante- 
rior to  the  late  war,  and  were  at  its  commence- 
ment, inhabitants  of  the  province  of  Canada, 
and  who,  during  the  said  war,  joined  the  ar- 
mies cf  the  United  States  as  volunteers,  and 
were  slain,  died  in  service  or  continued  there- 
in,  till  honorably  discharged,  shall  he  entitled 
to  the  following  quantities  of  Isnd,  viz  : Each 
colonel  nine  hundred  and  sixty  acres;  each 
major  to  eight  • hundred  acres  : "each  captain 
six  hundred  and  forty  acres  ; each  subaltern 
officer  lo  four  hundred  and  eighty  acres  ; each 
non  commissioned  officer,  musician, or  private 
to  three  hundred  nnd  twenty  acre9  -,  and  the 
bounties  aforesaid  shall  extend  to  the  medical 
ami  other  staff,  who  shall  rank  accord  ng  to 
their  pay.  And  it  shall  be  lawful  tor  the  said 
persons  to  locate  their  claims  in  quarter  sec 
tioris  upon  any  of  the  unappropriated  lands  of

London,  Jan.  27. 

We  recently  mentioned  the  failure  of 
three  houses  at  Liverpool  and  the  expec- 
tation of  others.  It  appears  that  exports 
of  manufactures  and  British  commodi- 
ties have  been  sent  to  the  United  States 
from  Liverpool  alone,  within  a short  in- 
terval, to  the  amount  of  sixteen  millions 
sterling,  (880,000,000  ) It  is  computed 
that,  including  Glasgow,  and  the  other 
British  ports  trading  to  America,  the  to- 
tal export  in  the  same  interval  exceeds 
thirty  millions  sterling,  (8150,000,000.) 
On  this  immense  sum,  no  returns  have 
(from  unavoidable  causes,)  yet  been  re- 
ceived. 

Miss  Patterson,  formerly  Madame  Je- 
rome Bonaparte,  is  now  a leading  star  at 
the  ambassadoral  balls  of  the  duke  of 
Wellington,  and  in  all  the  circles  of  high 
fashion  at  Paris,  where  she  is  particularly 
admired  for  her  beauty  and  accomplish- 
ments. 

Ea  tracts  of  letters  from  Paris,  received  in 
London 

“ Paris,  Jan.  1 4. 

“ There  have  existed  lor  some  days 
past,  in  the  court,  and  among  the  minis- 
ters, a degree  of  inquietude  and  alarm, 
which  it  is  easy  to  perceive,  but  of  which 
it  is  difficult  to  divine  the  real  cause  It 
is  certain  that  the  Russian  and  Prussian 
troops  are  making  movements,  which  in- 
dicate on  their  part  a disposition  to  return 
to  Paris  or  its  environs.  With  respect 
to  English  troops,  it  is  certain  that  they 
are  about  to  return  to  the  capitol,  to  the 
number  of  )5,000men;  during  the  last 
3 or  4 days  they  have  resumed  their  posts 
at  the  barrier  on  the  north,  and  it  was 
remarked  that  the  cannon,  which 
were  still  at  Montmatre,  had  been 
turned  upon  Paris.  It  is  said  even  that 
a depot  of  Congreve  rockets  has  been  es- 
tablished upon  that  height. 

“ The  following  is  the  alledged  causes 
of  arrangements,  so  contrary  both  to  the 
treaty,  and  the  hopes  which  it  excited. 

“It  has  been  lemarked  that  the  sol- 
diers of  the  royal  guard  expressed,  some- 
what openly,  sentiments  unfavorable  to 
the  sing’s  cause ; they  complain  that 
they  are  clothed  like  servants,  and  em- 
ployed in  the  occupation  of  servants,  and 
above  all  they  seem  to  take  very  ill,  be- 
ing commanded  by  young  officers  who 
have  never  seen  a campaign,  nor  have  any 
other  claim  to  promotion  but  their  birth, 
to  which  they  attach  no  importance;  in 
short,  disgusted  with  the  vexations  which 
they  undergo,  tie  soldiers  desert  in 
erouds.  During  one  night  60  were  ab- 
sent at  the  muster. 

« The  king  is  alarmed  : he  has  appeal- 
ed to  his  friend  the  duke  of  Wellington, 
who  has  consented  that  the  English  troops 
3hould  return  to  Paris. 

“The  Russian  ambassador  does  not 
wish  that  the  English  alone  should  occu- 
pv  Paris ; the  Prussians  interfere,  and  if 
they  do  not  come  to  some  understanding 
we  shall  be  overwhelmed  with  these  al- 
lies who  have  already  ruined  us. 

“ Some  politicians  attach  to  all  these 
circumstances  very  extensive  plans  ; they 
behold  in  the  movements  of  the  English 
troops  dispositions  favorable  to  the  go- 
vernment ; th-y  imagine  that  Russia 
thinks  seriously  of  the  prince  of  Orange  ; 
in  short,  they  think  it  is  decided  upon  to 
overthrow  the  Bourbon*.  Time  alone 
can  explain  all.” 

« Jan.  15. — I mentioned  to  yoft,  in  my 
letter  of  yesterday,  the  return  of  the 
English  troops  to  Pari*.  The  matter 
lias  been  thus  arranged  : The  king,  who 
has  been  for  some  days  uneasy,  not  only 
at  i he  manner  in  which  the  promulgation 
of  the  law  of  amnesty  was  received,  but 
at  the  sort  of  discontent  which  prevails 
throughout  the  whole  kingdom,  demand- 
ed of  'he  duke  of  Wellington  to  let  six 
thousand  of  his  troops  return  to  Pa- is— 
The  duke  replied,  that  he  could  not  let  so 
small  a number  return,  until  the  national 
guard  should  be  disarn  ed,  without  which 
it ‘would  be  risking  their  lives  in  the 
midst  ot  so  numerous  a population.  The 
king,  not  relishing  this  advice,  i he  duke 
proposed  to  send  25,000  men.  The  king 
required  24  hours  to  return  a defiinlive 
answer.  On  t e following  day  he  con- 
sented, and  in  consequence  the  move- 
ments immediately  commenced  Six 
thousand  men  entered  yesterday  morning 
into  this  capitol. 

“ Notwithstanding  these  troops  have 
returned  at  the  request  of  the  king,  some 
persons  imagine  that  their  presence  will 
not  be  advantageous  to  his  cause.  They 
say,  that  the  English  government  has, 
for  a long  time,  had  it  in  contemplation 
to  put  another  person  on  the  throne,  that 
it  has  even  negociated  with  Russia  upon 
this  subject,  who  wished  that  it  should 
he  the  prince  of  Orange  ; that  Prussia 
did  not  concur  in  this  plan,  but  it  was  ob- 
liged to  enter  into  tne  views  of  Russia, 
because  of  the  internal  commotions  with 
which  she  is  menaced.” 

tcJan.  17. — M.  Hyde  de  Neuvi’le  is 
sent  ambassador  to  the  U.  States,  where 
he  has  long  resided  before. 

“These  holiday  legislators  of  yester- 
day who  are  ekeiting  every  passion,  and 
awakening  every  alarm, even  now  rejoice 
in  their  fancied  security  ; but  if  they  dr 
not  cease  in  time,  if  they  continue  to 
goad  and  irritate  the  people,  from  whose 
customs  and  manners  they  have  been  so 
long  estranged,  they  will  eventually  per- 
ish in  a fire  their  own  kindling.” 

a Jan.  18  — There  has  been  some  de- 
gree of  inquietude  and  agitation  in  Paris 
for  some  days  past.  The  guard  at  the 
Thuillerics  was  doubled  on  Tuesday 


evening,  and  last  night  it  was  tripled. — 
Numbcis  of  people  were  arrested  last 
week,  and  since  three  or  four  days,  the 
arrests  have  greatly  multiplied.  There 
is  a report  in  circulation,  but  to  which  1 
do  not  attach  any  credit,  that  a project  has 
been  formed  to  surround  the  Thuilleries, 
and  carry  off  the  whole  royal  family.” 

“ Jan  32 — There  still  prevails  the 
greatest  disquietude  at  court,  and  every 
where  else.  All  the  soldiers  of  the  loyal 
guard  are  kept  close  in  their  barracks, 
and  are  not  permitted  to  hold  communi- 
cation with  any  person.  It  is  said  that 
three  persons  wearing  the  uniform  of  the 
foyal  guard,  were  within  these  few  days 
thrown  into  the  river. 

“ Two  days  since  a proclamation  was 
talked  of  in  the  name  of  Napoleon  II. 
signed  Eugene  Napoleon,  regent,  but  I 
have  not  seen  it.’’ 

From  Paris,  Dec.  24. 

Two  days  ago  there  was  brought  be- 
fore a commissary  of  police  a man  of  the 
lower  orders,  accused  of  having  uttered 
seditious  language.  A woman,  who  de- 
posed against  him,  t elated  that  he  said, 
“ 1 love  not  the  hog  nor  the  sheep,  I love 
only  the  lamb.”  Very  well,  said  thci 
commissary,  I see  nothing  reprehensible 
in  this,  every  one  has  his  taste.  What  1 1 
replied  the  woman,  are  you  then  ignorant  | 
that  among  the  lower  orders  the  hog 
( Cochon ) means  the  king,  the  sheep 
fMoutor.)  the  duke  de  Berri,and  the  latnb 
•the  king  of  Rome  ? After  this  explana- 
tion, it  is  said,  the  man  was  committed. 
It  is  alledged  that  the  ultra  royalist  party 
wishto  give  the  place  of  minister  of  po- 
lice to  M.  Ilyde  de  Nvuville.  and  that  of 
Garde  du  Sccaux  to  the  baron  Scguier. 

BONAPARTE. 

Ext,  act  of  a letter  from  St  Helena,  A ov  ember 
5.  1815. 

“ tVe,  who  are  9ent  into  banishment  with 
8onaparte,  to  the  most  wretched  and  desolate 
spot  on  the  habitable  world,  have  good  reason 
to  curse  his  name;  here  we  are  literally  starv. 
ing  or  living  upon  the  hard  Irish  beef,  which 
we  get  for  a ration,  in  the  proportion  of  1 lb 
per  day,  and  which  is  so  hard  as  to  he  suscep- 
tible of  as  high  a polish  as  mahogany.  Tht 
privations  we  all  endure  are  very  great  ; and 
were  it  not  that  we  sometimes  catch  fish,  (for 
buying  them  is  out  of  the  question)  1 do  not 
know  what  would  become  of  us  ; five  or  six 
regularly  fish  every  day  for  dinner  and  break- 
fast, and  have  continued  to  get  a mackarel  or 
two  each  for  those  meals  ; but  you  must  not 
suppose  them  like  the  mackarel  you  get  in 
England,  the  largest  not  being  half  the  size  It 
was  ludicrous  to  see  the  ladies  of  the  53d  (who 
arrived  in  the  Ceylon,  with  the  2d  division  of 
the  regiment,  ten  days  aficr  ns)  asking  lor  the 
morket.  and  their  astonishment  was  not  small 
when  they  found  there  was  no  such  thing  in 
the  place.  They  are  w orse  off  than  ourselves  ; 
all  die  officers  have  only  three  marques  among 
them,  and  those  four  miles  from  the  town. 

“ Poor  Napoleon  is  at  a house  in  the  coun- 
try, or  rather  hut,  for  lie  has  but  one  room, 
which  serves  him  for  bed  room,  parlour,  kitch- 
en, and  hall ; a house  at  Longwood,  about 
four  miles  trom  the  town,  is  preparing  for  him, 
but  will  not  be  ready  in  two  months,  and  then 
he  will  not  he  much  better  accommodated,  for 
the  whole  of  his  suite  (eight  per9on9  indepen- 
dent of  servants,)  as  it  will  not  furnished  a room 
for  each.  There  is,  we  all  think,  a great  de 
gree  of  illiberality  in  this  treatment  of  him,  & 
his  followers,  which  I should  think  our  govern- 
ment could  never  have  intended  ; even  cavils 
about  eatables  and  drinkables  are  made,  and  a 
system  of  annoyance  is  pursued,  by  abridging 
tl.eir  accommodations  and  comforts  Bertrand 
requires  a room  for  himself,  one  for  his  wife, 
and  another  for  his  children  ; these,  I under- 
stand, are  to  be  refused,  though  certainly  it  is 
as  little  as  any  man  could  expect,  were  he  con- 
sidered as  a close  prisoner,  and  of  his  rank  in 
life.  The  generals  and  their  wives  are  at  pre- 
sent in  a house  in  town,  until  the  one  that  Na 
poleon  goes  to  at  Longwood  is  ready,  when 
they  all  go  there.  Captain  Mackay  (53d) 
lives  with  Napoleon,  and  he  never  moves  with- 
out two  serjeants  with  him,  so  that  there  is  no 
fear  of  his  escaping. 

'•  Every  boat  in  the  island,  fisherman’s  or 
not,  is  moored  at  sun  set  by  a naval  - fficer,  and 
reported  to  the  commander  to  be  done  so.  All 
guards  under  arms  at  sun-set  and  day-break  ; 
drawbridges  up  at  sun  set  and  as  many  pre- 
cautions taken  as  if  an  enemy  were  actually  in 
sight  of  the  island  ; no  merchant  ship  of  any 
description  is  allowed  to  anchor,  and  the  place 
exactly  the  same  as  if  blockaded  most  closely. 
It  is  morally  impossible  that  he  should  escape 
from  the  island  Without  having  a ship  at  a little 
distance  to  receive  him  ; and  any  sail  can  be 
seen  6 ) miles  • (T  in  mAderatelv  clear  weather 
Two  ships  have  been  sent  to  the  Cape  of  Rood 
Hope  lor  stock,  which  are  anxiuusly  looked 
for. 

“ This  island  supplies  itself  with  nothing 
but  vegetables,  and  depends  entirely  on  imports 
for  subsistence  Cutting  off  all  trade  prevents 
any  supply  to  the  inhabitants,  but  what  they 
are  allowed  to  purchase  from  the  public  stores 
(the  same  quantity  as  the  ration  to  the  troops) 
the  fishing  boats  not  being  allowed  to  fish  at 
night,  which  was  the  best  time  altogether 
renders  the  situation  oftheCireleans  worse  than 
ours,  and  they  murmur  not  a little.  I suppose 
the  population  of  the  island  mr.y  amount  to 
5,500,  including  500  company’s  troops. 

“ The  state  of  society  here  is  much  behind 
what  one  would  have  expected  in  an  English 
colony.  Indeed,  there  is  scarcely  anv  society 
to  be  met  with,  except  the  daughters  of  the 
company’s  officers,  and  they  can  say  yes,  or 
no.  They  are  what  we  call'  Yamstocks  (na 
tives  of  the  island.)  They  had  a theatre,  which 
however,  was  shut  before  we  came.  We  first 
made  it  a barrack,  and  now  an  hospital  A li- 
brary, they  say,  they  will  have  in  6 months 
We  are  all  invited  to  dine  at  the  governor’9  on 
the  8t.li  instant.  1 do  not  think  many  will  go. 
They  sav  he  is  worth  76,0  -0/.  with  only  a son 
and  a daughter  ; hut  I think  no  man  with  any 
fortune  would  ever  live  here,  even  as  governor 
His  name  is  Wilkes,  and  iie  is  a colonel  in  the 
company's  service.” — Lund  n Paper. 

Kingston,  (Jam.)  Feb.  I.

arrived  Here  last  week.  ^ 

“ You  no  doubt  heard  that  the  Span- 
iards were  fitting  out  ati  expedition  to  go 
and  attack  the  Island  of  Margaritta,  in 
possession  of  the  Independants.  A Span- 
iard EManuel  Lindacs)  has  arrived  here, 
as  a Commissioner  from  the  Spanish  go- 
vernment of  Caraccas,  and  brought  the 
news  that  the  expedition,  consisting  of 
500  tarn  of  the  veginunt  of  the  Union, ' 
went  against  Margaritta,  but  was  entirely  1 
defeated,  the  500  soldiers  and  17  ofiiceis, 
'among  them  the  celebrated  Albuquer- 
que) being  all  killed.  The  whole  island 
is  now  entirely  in  possession  of  the  Inde- 
pendants,  who  have  offered  large  sums  to 
those  who  will  furnish  them  supplies  of 
arms,  ammunition,  and  provisions.  The 
Spanish  commissioner,  Linares,  has  is- 
sued forth  a paper,  declaring  all  those 
that  may  he  concerned  in  carrying  any 
succour  to  the  Island  of  Margaritta,  will 
lie  declared  traitors  to  the  Spanish  Go- 
vernment, and,  if  taken,  be  dealt  with  ac- 
cordingly. Two  sclns.  belonging  to 
Margaritta,  lately  attar  ked  the  well 
known  Spanish  privateer  General  Aloxo, 
and  gave  her  a tolerable  drubbing,  but 
she  succeeded  in  making  her  escape. 

“Gcncial  Sarana,  the  commander  of 
the  Independant*  of  Venezuela,  has  taken 
the  ciiyof  Barinas,  and  has  a large  force 
of  cavalry  with  hint.

EVACUATION  OF  GARTH  ARENA. 

Prom  the  Courier  rf  Louisiana ; 

By  advices  received  from  Jamaca  ; all  doubts 
are  dissipated  relative  la  the  fate  of  Carilia- 
gena — After  gallantly  repulsing  their  enemies 
in  several  sanguinary  combats,  and  afier  en- 
during for  many  months  the  must  dreadful 
privations,  the  patriots  were  compelled  to 
adopt  one  of  two  alternrtives,  either  to  capi- 
tulate to  a cruel  enemy,  or  to  abandon  the 
place. 

The  civil  as  well  as  the  military  authorities 
rejected  with  indignation  every  proposal  to 
capitulate.  The  conduct  of  the  Spanish  gen- 
eral Monteverde  to  the  unfortunate  inhabitants 
ot  Venezuela  in  die  base  violation  ofher  treaty 
made  with  Miranda,  followed  by  the  indis- 
criminate imprisonment  and  massacre  of  many 
distinguished  creoles  of  that  province,  the 
perfidy  and  butchery  exemplified  by  Montez 
towards  the  population  of  (jiiilo,  the  sacrifice 
ol  above  ten  thousand  natives  in  Lima  and  at 
Cusco  that  followed  in  a few  days  after  a pio- 
clamation  of  general  amnesty,  and  in  fine  the 
v ndictive  spirit  and  toial  disregard  of  good 
faith  manifested  by  the  Spanish  chiefs  in  every 
part  of  the  new  world  since  the  struggles  tor 
independence  commenced,  held  forth  to  the 
people  of  Carthagena  an  awful  and  instructive 
lesson  of  tf)fc  folly  and  danger  of  listening  to 
any  proposals  of  capitulation- 

On  the  other  hand,  an  attempt  to  force  a 
passirige  through  a blockading  fleet  vastl; 
superior  in  number  and  quality  of  vessels,  and 
to  leave  their  wives  and  children  a prey  to 
the  caprice  and  revenge  of  a merciless  foe, 
where  circumstances  naturally  calculated  to 
produce  alarm  and  hesitation  among  those  to 
whom  was  entrusted  the  defence  of  the  place. 
In  this  critical  situation  their  hope9  were  kepi 
alive  by  the  occasional  arrival  of  a vessel 
from  Jamaca  and  the  U.  States  with  provisions, 
but  at  length  the  dilemma  became  so  serious, 
that  there  were  not  sufficient  provisions  in  the 
city  for  five  days  consumption  ; and  every 
morning  presented  the  m-lancholy  spectacle  of 
hundreds  of  citizens  in  the  streets,  and  sol- 
diers on  the  ramparts,  having  perished  with 
hunger. 

Cut  off  from  all  supplies  from  the  interior 
by  the  occupation  on  the  part  of  the  enemy  of 
the  principal  posts  on  the  river  Magdalena, 
and  hemmed  in  by  an  exterior  seige,  it  was 
matter  of  astoniahment  that  they  had  not  been 
sooner  reduced  But  at  length  the'  period  ar- 
rived when  it  became  absolutely  necessary  to 
adopt  the  firm  and  gallant  resolution  of  col- 
lecting all  the  military  force  that  could  be 
conveyed  away  in  vessels  than  in  port,  and  to 
fight  their- passage  through  the  enemy. 

The  number  of  vessels  that  could  he  prompt- 
ly got  in  readiness  for  this  object,  amounted 
only  to  fifteen,  and  many  of  them  small.  On 
board  of  these  were  embarked  about  four  thou- 
sand persons,  among  which  were  about  one 
thousand  women  and  children — the  other  three 
thoussnd  consisted  of  the  troops,  and  the  civil 
and  military  authorities.  All  the  treasure  of 
the  churches  and  of  individuals  that  could  be 
collected,  about  twenty-two  thousand  muskets, 
a large  quantity  of  powder  and  other  muni- 
tions of  war,  were  likewise  embarked. 

On  the  6th  of  Dec.  this  little  squadron  got 
under  way,  and  proceeded  out  to  sea  in  full 
view  of  the  enemy.  A eangninary  battle  ap- 
peared inevitable  : but  the  blockading  fleet, 
either  bv  bad  management  or  by  cowardice, 
neither  captured  or  destroyed  a single  vessel 
of  the  patriots,  hut  on  contrary  such  of  the 
Spanish  vessels  as  came  to  partial  action  were 
severely  handled  and  obliged  to  withdraw 
from  the  combat. 

The  little  fleet  then  pursued  its  route  to- 
wards the  island  of  Hayti,  where  in  general  I 
tliev  have  arrived  ; but,  owing  to  the  scarcity  ! 
ot  food  on  board,  more  than  six  hundred  per • i 
sons  perished  by  famine  on  the  voyage  The  last 
accounts  from  Hayti  slate  that  they  had  been 
hospitably  received  by  the  inhobitants  and' 
Ren.  I’etron,  that  they  were  proem  ing  sup  1 
plies,  and  organizing  an  expedition  on  which 
varioivs  conjectures  were  entertained  as  to  its 
destination.  Some  were  of  opinion  that  it ) 
would  proceed  to  Venezuela,  others  thought  I 
they  would  proceed  to  theea-t  of  Cuba,  others 
presumed  they  would  proceed  towards  Char 
gres  and  attempt  crossing  the  Isthmus  to  Pa- 
1 ama  ; hut  be  tiiese  conjectures  well  or  ill 
founded,  it  is  certain  that  go  where  they  may, 
they  will  be  the  most  formidable  band  that 
ever  the  .Spaniards  had  to  deal  with.  Anima- 
ted by  revenge,  and  rendered  desperate  by 
circumstances,  it  is  not  unlikely  we  shall  shor- 
ly  hear  of  their  having  executed  some  daring 
enterprize,  more  especially  as  they  are  in  pos- 
sess on  of  fast  sailing  vessels,  and  accompanied 
by  several  foreign  officers  who  are  desirous  to 
avenge  the  fate  of  the  gallant  Roocnrwlio 
was  executedat  Santa  Martha — It  is  likewise 
not  improbable  they  will  receive  a reinforce- 
ment of  many  hundred  men  at  Hayti  ; for  al- 
though Petition  is  very  prudent  man,  it  will 
not  be  easy  for  him  to  restrain  the  population 
of  Hayti  from  assisting  in  an  enterprize  con- 
genial U tlic:r  habits  and  wishes. 
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Under  these  circumstances  it  is  not  improb- 
able but  that  the  evacuation  of  Carthagena 
may  ere  long  turn  out  a serious  evil  to  Spain, 
ai  d indeed  the  possession  of  the  post,  unless 
they  effect  the  re-sutjjugation  of  the  interior 
of  New  Grenada,  will  lie  a curse  in  place  of 
advantage  to  the  cause  0/  Ferdinand  VII. 

It  is  necessary  that  the  Spanish  troops 
should  ascend  the  river  Magdalena  above  900 
miles,  penetrate  to  the  city  of  Santa  Fee,  and 
overawe  a population  of  three  millions  of  peo- 
ple, before  any  advantage  can  be  derived  Irom 
the  possession  of  Carthagena  ; in  the  mean 
time  diseases  and  death  will  contini£  their  rav 
ages  among  the  Spanish  sroops  so 
than  probable  that  of  the  13,000, 

Spaniards  that  composed  his  grand 
when  it  left  the  peninsula,  not  more 
or  three  thousand  still  remained  in 
at  the  close  of  the  present  year. 

I’he  defence  that  Carthagena  has  made, 
when  it  Is  in  future  publish  in  detail,  will  pro- 
duce equal  surprise  and  consternation  among 
the  enemies  of  South  American  independence, 
as  it  will  excite  gratification  among  the  friends 
of  the  latter  in  every  part  of  the  civilized 
world. 

A population  of  about  12,000  persons  of 
both  sexes,  and  including  tense  of  all  ages, 
could  nor  be  capable  of  affording  more  than 
25o0  to  JUOO  effective  men  forr  its  defence,  and 
yet  with  this  force  they  bid  defiance  for  up- 
wards of  six  months  to  a force  tripple  in  mini 
her  of  regular  troops,  supported  by  a power- 
ful fleet.  In  every  combat  that  took  place 
during  the  siege,  the  Spaniards  were  repulsed 
with  disgrace  and  loss;  and  it  is  betond  a 
doubt  that  if  food  could  have  been  furnished 
the  city,  the  flag  of  independenc  would  still 
have  waved  on  its  ramparts. 

It  is  known  to  a certainty  that  between  3 
and  iOOCPperso’is  perished  during  the  siege  by 
famine  and  other  privations,  that  40t)d  81|C 
ceeded  in  getting  off  from  die  place  in  the 
manner  before  related,  and  that  only  about 
4000  people  of  color  and  a few  royalists  re- 
mained when  t lie  Spanish  Geneia!  Murillo  took 
possession  of  the  place.  It  appears  likewise 
that  the  first  measures  adi  pled  by  the  said 
Morillo,  were  the  seizure  of  all  the  English 
and  foreign  merchants  whom  he  found  in  the 
place  ; these  he  caused  to  be  stripped  and 
tied  as  criminals,  and  delivered  over  to  a mi- 
litary commission.  Their  fate  was  not  known 
when  the  last  accounts  were  received  from 
Carthagena  at  Jamaica,  but  the  tragic  results 
may  be  anticipated  Irom  the  answer  that  .Mo- 
rillo  is  said  to  have  sent  to  an  application  of 
the  British  admiral  for  the  release  of  the  Bri- 
tish subjects,  viz.  “ that  he  found  them  tra- 
ding with,  and  giving  succour  to  the  enemies 
of  Ins  royal  master  Ferdinand  VII.  and  that 
they  must  be  punished  as  delinquents  accord- 
ing to  the  Spanish  laws,  and  that  of  course 
they  w-urld  not  be  given  up.” — It  is  said  that 
w lien  this  answer  was  received  at  Jamaica,  it 
caused  considerable  ferment,  and  it  was  not 
known  what  further  steps  the  admiral  w ould 
take  on  this  occasion  Among  the  British 
subjects  thus  outraged  is  Mr  Wallwood  llvs 
lop,  a merchant  of  Kingston,. Tamaica,  but  who 
had  been  residing  for  three  years  past  at  Car 
thagena.  Among  the  Americans  is  Mr.  John 
Eckert,  a native  of  Pennsylvania,  who  has  like- 
wise resided  in  Carthagena  for  many  years. 

Whatever  may  he  the  ultimate  steps  taken 
by  the  British  government  and  that  of  the  U. 
States  on  this  subject,  will  not,  I fear,  be  of 
much  avail  to  the  victims;  for  knowing,  a9  the 
writer  does  from  fatal  experience,  the  conse- 
quence ol  Spanish  dungeons  and  barbarity,  he 
conceives  it  more  than  probable  that  many,  if 
not  the  w hole  of  the  parties  wilt  either  meet 
desth  by  a tyrannic  decree,  or  by  the  suffer- 
ings incident  to  Spanish  captivity 

The  government  of  Great  Britain  has  howe 
ver  on  all  occasions  felt  a national  sensibility 


on  any  outrage  committed  on  its  subjects  by  a 
f- reign  power,  and  as  British  subjects  have 
been  openly  pursuing  a commerce  to  Cartha 
gena,  Buenos  Ayres,  and  other  ports  in  the 
possession  of  the  revolutionists  for  many  years 
past,  it  i9  not  likely  they  will  view  with  apa- 
thy  the  sacrifice  of  the  lives  of  their  subjects 
in  the  case  in  question ; and  it  is  presumable 
that  the  government  of  the  U.  S will  not,  or 
ought  not  to  feel  less  regard  for  the  citizens 
of  the  U.  S.  when  placed  in  the  dilemma  al- 
luded to.  • 

The  writer  a native  citizen  of  the  United 
States,  lias  felt  no  hesitation  in  thus  freely  de* 
liver  mg’  his  sentiments  on  the  subject  in  ques. 
tion ; nor  does  he  feel  any  in  expressing  his 
sincere  regret,  that  either  his  government  or 
fellow  citizens  should  have  displayed  a luke- 
warm spirit  towards  the  struggles  for  eman- 
cipation  from  tyranny,  on  the  part  of  tile  in- 
habitants of  South  America  and  Mexico  ; nor 
shall  he  hesitate  contributing  his  humble  mite 
through  the  medium  of  the  press,  and  hy  every 
other  legal  means  towards  the  attainment  of 
that  great  desideratum  to  the  civilized  world, 
viz.  the  emancipation  of  South  America  and 
Mexico  from  the  shackles  ofSpain.

Sec.  It  can 
be  explainei  only  in  this  way  : we  are 
now  at  peace  with  England,  and  most  of 
the  fortifications,  for  the  protection  of 
New-Yotk,  were  formed  during  the  late 
war.  Pi  opaply  no  military  character  has 
arrived  from  England,  of  late,  in  whoso 
report  of  what  relates  to  the  strength  and 
defence  of  New- Fork,  so  much  confi- 
dence would  be  reposed.  Then,  the 
route  to  Albany  by  way  of  Montreal  is 
exactly  the  counterpart  of  the  route  from 
Montreal  to  Albany,  and  an  English  ge- 
neral who  has  never  seen  Crown  Point, 
will  not  mistake  its  importance  by  seeing; 
the  position  ; thonglt  bless  the  mark,  our 
great  war  ministers  appeared  not  to  know 
its  importance  or  existence.  General 
Wilson  lias  been  bred  in  the  army,  and 
lived  in  camps  all  his  life.  He  has  con- 
siderable talents,  and  is  certainly  selected 
by  his  government  as  a man  capable  of 
defending  Canada,  or  of  achieving  any 
enterprises  against  this  country,  if  war 
should  again  occur.  f'ongress  perform 
your  duty.  If  their  are  any  fortifications 
on  the  seaboard  in  un  unfinished  state, 
have  appropriations  made  to  complete; 
them. 

Small  sums,  annually  employed  with 
judgment,  will  do  all  that  is  required  ; 
then  the  work  can  be  done  well.  Phila- 
delphia has  been  abandoned  by  its  own 
state  government,  as  it  lias  been  by  the 
general  government,  for  yeats  past — the 
Pea- Patch,  the  only  proper  spot  for  for- 
midable works*  to  protect  Philadelphia 
and  ‘he  Brandywine,  in  case  of  war,  re- 
mains neglected.  The  money  you  have 
expended  will  be  lost,  unless  you  do 
something  more  than  has  already  been 
done  Forts  should  be  built  in  peace,  and 
then  can  be  united  in  their  construction, 
talents  and  economy.

At  a meeting  of  the  Republican  Members  ot 
•Congress  assembled  this  evening  pursuant  to 
public  notice,  fur  the  purpose  of  taking  into 
consideration  the  propriety  of  recommending 
to  the  people  of  the  United  States,  suitable 
persons  to  be  supported  at  the  approaching 
election,  for  the  offices  of  President  and  Vice- 
President  of  the  United  States,  one  hundred  and 
eighteen  members  of  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives , and  one  Delegate  attended. 

Gen.  Samusl  Suitii,  of  Maryland,  was  called 
to  the  Chair,  and  Col.  Ud.  M.  Johnson,  of  Ky. 
appointed  Secretary. 

■And  being  ao  organized, 

Mr. Ciax  submitted  the  following  resolu- 
tion : 

Resolved,  Tharitis  in  exp-dient  to  make 
in  Caucus,  any  recommeudation  to  the 
"good  people  of  the  United  States,  of 
persons,  in  the  judgment  of  this  meet- 
ing, fit  and  suitable  to  fill  the  offices  oi 
President  and  Vice-President  of  the  U. 
States. 

And  the  question  being  taken  thereon. 

It  was  determined  in  (lie  nrgutive. 

Mr.  Tahor,  of  New-Y  rk,  then  submitted 
the  following  resolution,  to  wit : 

Resjved,  That  the  practice  of  nomi- 
nating candidates  for  the  offices  of  Pres- 
ident and  Vice-President  oi  the  United 
States,  by  a Convention  of  the  Senators 
and  Representatives  in  Congress,  is  inex- 
pedient, and  ought  not  to  be  continued. 

And  the  question  being  taken  tbetvnn— 

It  was  also  determined  in  the  negative. 

The  meeting  then  proceeded  to  the  recom- 
mendation :

President.

Mr.  Ctsi  submitted  the  following  resolu- 
tions, which  were  concurred  in  without  oppo- 
sitton  : 

Resolved,  That  this  meeting  do  recom- 
mend to  the  people  of  the  United  States, 
JAMES  MONROE  of  Virginia,  as  a 
suitable  person  for  the  office  of  President 
of  the  U.  S.  and  D ANIEL  D TOMP- 
KINS of  Netv-York,  as  a suitable  person 
for  the  office  of  Vice-President  of  the  U. 
States,  for  the  term  of  four  years,  com- 
mencing on  the  4th  day  of  March  next. 

Resolved,  That  the  Chairman  and  Se- 
cretary be  appointed  to  ascertain  trom 
.the  persons  above  mentioned,  whether 
they  are  disposed  to  serve  in  the  offices 
respectively  designated. 

Ordered,  That  the  proceedings  of  the  meet- 
ing be  signed  by  the  Chairman  and  Secretary, 
and  published  in  the  National  Intelligencer.

Hon.  Mr  Baoot  was  yesterday  pre- 
sented by  the  Secretary  of  State  to  the 
President,  as  Minister  Plenipotentiary 
and  Envoy  Extraordinary  from  the  gov- 
ernment of  Great  Britain  to  that  of  the 
United  States. 

Constant  Freeman,  late  a Colonel 
in  the  army  ot  the  United  States,  is  ap- 
pointed, by  the  President  and  Senate,  to 
be  Accountant  to  the  Navy  Department, 
vice  Thomas  Turner,  deceased. 

William  Wirt  is  appointed,  by  the 
same  authority,  to  be  Attorney  of  the 
United  Statts  for  the  District  of  Virgin- 
ia, vice  George  Hay,  resigned. 

Miles  King  is  appointed  by  the 
same  authority,  to  be  Navy  Agent  at  the 
port  of  Norfolk. 

March  21. 

The  BANK  BILL  reposes  in  the  Se- 
nate, not  having  yet  been  reported  by  the 
committee  to  whom  it  was  referred.  It 
will  probably  not  be  taken  up  for  discus- 
sion during  this  week.  Various  calcula- 
tions are  made  by  its  friends  and  enemies, 
as  to  its  probable  fate,  and  with  equal  con- 
fidence perhaps  on  both  sides.  The 
question  appears  to  be  poised  in  nearly 
equal  scales. 

SKETCH  OF  Mr.  CLAY’S  SPEECH. 

The  following  sketch  of  Mr.  Clay’s  Speech 
in  Congress,  on  Monday  the  29th  January,  on 
the  subject  ofthe  ways  Iki'iean1,  ha-  been  hand- 
ed to  us  by  a friend  ;and  not  having  seen  it  re- 
puted in  any  of  the  papers,  we  are  induced  to 
give  it  to  our  readers  Mr  Clav  being  one  of 
ihe  negneiators  of  the  British  treaty  of  peace, 
had  the  best  means  of  justifying  his  signature 
to  an  instrument,  which  secured  our  best  in 
terests, preserved  the  integrity  of  the  union, 
and  gave  us  pi  ace  : Western  Herald 

Mr  Clay  observed,  that  in  respect  to 
the  reduction  of  the  army,  he  was  de- 
cidedly against  reducing  it  to  less  than 
ten  thousand  men.  In  1802,  in  Mr.  Jef- 
ferson's administration,  the  army  was  re- 
duced to  4000  men,  afterwatds  under  the 
same  administration  6000,  more  were 
voted  to  the  peace  establishment  to  cover 
the  several  posts  on  the  fromiet  s.  He 
noticed  the  particular  situation  of  Eu- 
rope-—that  the  legitimate  sovereigns  or 
despots  of  Europe  had  combined  to  des- 
troy selbgovernment ; and  that  the  battle 
of  Waterloo  had  decided  the  fate  of  the 
liberty  of  Europe.  Respecting  measures 
•>f  defence  and  a peace  establishment,  if 
lie  had  the  cate  of  our  national  affairs, 
he  would  have  had  fifteen  thousand  men 
io  guard  our  frontiers— he  would  have 
steam  batteries  at  New  Orleans,  at  New 
Yoik,  at  Baltimore,  and  at  Boston,  to 
protect  our  coast  and,  be  ready  to  meet 
the  enemy  at  „ll  points.  An  allusion  had 
been  made  to  the  late  demands  of  the 
Spanish  minister — he  considered  them 
frivolous ; the  territory  in  dispute  had 
been  fairly  purchased  and  ceded  to  us, 
and  finally  acceded  to  by  the  Spanish  au- 
thorities; and  as  to  the  government  in- 
terfering with  individuals  embarking  in 
the  cause  of  the  Spanish  patriots  in  South 
America,  he  would  be  frank  and  explicit 
on  that  subject.  If  he  had  the  direction 
of  the  affairs  of  this  nation,  he  would  en- 
fotce  the  cause  ofthe  republicans  on  the 
Spanish  Main.  It  was  our  interest  to  do 
so;  it  was  our  duty;  and  it  would  be 
Sound  national  policy,  for  self-preserva- 
tion, to  form  a bond  of  union  with  them 
to  resist  the  legitimate  claims  of  t lie  des- 
pots of  Europe  on  our  rights  and  our  na- 
tional sovereignty. — 1 he  allied  sove- 
reigns might  as  well,  and  probably  will, 
extend  their  legitimate  claims  here.  On 
the  subject  of  the  treaty,  Mr.  Clay  obser- 
ved that  the  commissioners  had  not  sur- 
renders dan  inch  of  territory.  Respect- 
ing the  islands  in  Passamaquoddy,  one 
of  them  was  in  possession  of  the  British 
forces,  which  we  claimed ; and  the  other 
in  our  possession,  which  they  claimed  ; 
and  both  subject  to  adjustment  by  the 
provisions  of  the  treaty,  and  to  be  given 
up  to  either  party,  as  the  justice  of  the 
case  required  But  it  will  be  observed 
that  the  treaty  on  that  subject  was  pros- 
pective ; the  islands  were  to  remain  in 
the  possession  of  the  captors  at  the  time 
of  the  ratification  of  the  treaty  in  Amer- 
ica—and  the  reason  the  commissioners 
contended  for  a prospective  operation  on 
that  part  ofthe  treaty  was,  that  they  did 
expect  that  the  great  and  powerful  state 
of  Massachusetts,  so  highly  extolled  du- 
ring the  revolutionary  contest,  would 
have  been  routed  to  a sense  of  duly,  and 
would  have  driven  the  enemy  from  them 
or  that  the  national  government  would. 
But  in  both  these  expectations  they  were 
disappointed. 

Respecting  the  fisheries — it  is  true  no 
provision  was  made  for  future  privileges 
for  ur  fishing  craft  to  dry  their  fish  on 
the  British  shores — but  it  will  also  be  re- 
membered that  in  the  present  treaty  the 
British  have  been  refused  the  privileges 
in  the  Mississippi  which  were  granted  to 
them  by  treaty  in  1783.  There  could  be 
no  comparison  in  these  important  privil- 
eges ; for  his  part  he  never  would  put 


his  hand  to  a treaty  giving  the  British 
any  privileges  in  the  Mississippi,  a ma- 
jestic river  that  is  destined  to  become  the 
greatest  source  of  wealth  to  the  union; 
and,  with  the  improvement  of  steam  boat 
navigation,  is  destined  to  make  New  Or- 
leans the  great  emporium  of  ^ su,j.ell(led  *LtoJ!  month,  but  * ill  re-

Gentlemen  had  triumphantly  asked,  what  on  it 
have  we  gained  by  the  war  ? He  would 
answer  them — we  had  gained  national 
glory — our  navy  was  victorious  against 
the  boasted  ships  and  fleets  of  England — 
our  armies  were  victorious  against  their 
veteran  troops — -our  independence  was 
placed  by  the  war  on  a more  solid  foun- 
dation— our  character  as  a people  stood 
higher  with  foreign  nations.  This  was 
what  he  called  national  glory,  and  he  was 
proud  to  boast  of  it ; it  might  be  enthusi- 
asm ; it  was  grateful  to  his  feelings,  and 
he  was  proud  to  own  it.  Gentlemen  say 
we  have  abandoned  sailor's  rights,  be- 
cause there  was  no  stipulation  for  their 
protection  in  the  treaty.

AN  ORDINANCE  to  amend  an  Ordinance,  for 

the  appointment  of  Watchmen,  and  defining  their 

duly. 

§ 1st.  Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Trustees  of  the 
Town  ol  Lexington,  that  one  of  the  five  Watchmen 
annually  elected,  shall  lie  e levied  and  appointed 
Captain  ofthe  Watch  ; whose  duty  it  shall  he  to 
attend  at  the  Watch  House  ever;,  night  at  ten 
o’clock,  and  cause  the  church  Bell  to  be  rung,  and 
then  proceed  to  call  the  roll,  on  which  each  V ateh- 
man’s  name  shall  be  enlisted,  and  to  see  that  they 
ail  come  ou  in  due  time  and  condition  to  do  their 
duty. 

i 2nd  And  be  it  further  Ordained,  that  it  shall 

be  the  duty  ot  the  Captain,  to  send  out  one  Watch- 
man on  each  ward,  each  to  go  round  his  several 
wards  once  in  every  hour,  and  to  cry  the  time  of 
night  at  the  Several  corners,  See.  And  it  shall  fur- 
ther be  tlie  duty  of  the  Captain  to  dispose  of  the  re- 
maining W alelinien  as  he  may  judge  most  expedi- 
ent, to  act  as  silent  Watch,  and  to  perform  the 
same  route  in  the  same  length  of  Ume,  w ithout  cry- 
ing the  hour — each  one  returning  to  the  M atch- 
house  on  die  completion  of  his  several  tour. 

5 3d.  And  be  it  further  Ordained,  that  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  each  Watchman  to  obey  the  orders 
ol  Ins  Captain  ; provided  nevertheless,  that  such 
orders  are  not  contrary  to  the  by -taws  of  this  town. 
And  it  shall  further  be  the  duty  of  the  Watchmen 
to  take  up  all  slaves  and  all  disorderly  free  persons 
of  color,  w ho  may  by  them  be  touud  in  the  stri  els, 
alleys,  Or  vacant  lots,  after  ten  o’clock,  and  take 
them  forthwith  to  the  watch-house,  and  deliv.  r 
them  tg  the.  captain,  to  he  dealt  with  as  lien  alter 
specified — except  suen  slaves  as  may  have  passes 
from  their  masters  or  hirers,  specifying  their  par- 
ticular destination. 

§ 4th.  And  be  it  further  Ordained,  that  it  shall 
he  tlie  duty  of  the  captain,  on  discovering  (or  re 
diving  information  of)  any  disorderh  houses,  riots, 
or  unlaw fut  assemblies 01  slavt  s within  watch  hours, 
to  summon  as  many  of  tlie  watchmen  as  he  may 
deem  necessary  , to'  accompany  him  to  such  place  or 
places,  ami  disperse  such  assemblies,  ur  take  such 
rioters  to  the  uatch-htmsi  ; and  in  the  i ventof  their 
incapacity,  it  shall  lie  law  fill  for  the  Captain  to  call 
"on  as  many  of  the  Citizens  to  aid  them  as  may  be  ne- 
cessary. 

5 5th-  And  he  it  further  Ordained,  that  it  shall 
be  the  duty  ot  the  Captain  to  see  that  all  slaves  taken 
hy  the  Watchmen  w ithin  watch  hours,  shall  be  con- 
fined in  the  watch-house  or  goal  and  remain  there 
until  one  hour  by  sun  on  the  ensuing  day  ; whi  n 
they  shall  each  receive  ti  n lashes,  and  be  discharg- 
ed, unless  they  are  previously  released  bv  then- 
masters,  or  other  persons  having  charge  of  them  ; 
winch  may  be  done  by  paying  the  sum  of  two  dol- 
lars into  the  bands  of  the  Captain,  to  he  by  hint  de- 
posited w ith  the  Treasurer,  for  the  use  and  benefit 
ot  tiie  town.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  Cap- 
tain to  notify  the  master  or  other  persons  having 
cl  urge  of  the  slaves,  they  may  have  taken,  previ- 
ous to  the  time  specified  for  their  discharge ; pro- 
vided, such  master  or  persons  teside  w ithin  tlie  town 
bounds.

be  tiie  duty  of  the  Captain  to  visit  the  different 
parts  of  the  several  wards  in  each  night-* 
also,  to  keep  a minute  of  the  general  pro- 
ceedings, to  be  laid  before  tlie  Board  of  Trustees  at 
each  regular  meeting,  for  inspection — also,  to  fall 
his  roll  every  morning  at  day.  break,  and  have  the 
bell  rung,  and  discharge  the  Watchmen,  to  meet 
again  at  ten  in  the  evening.

ed a plan  which  is  by  nicaus  of strongand  Well  tem- 
pered steel  springs,  so  constructed  as  to  support  the 
saddle  seat  & give  much  greater  ease  to  both  rider  k 
horse,  than  saddles  made  in  the  common  w ay  or  any 
other  that  I have  ever  seen,  can  possibly  do.  The 
plan  is  entirely  different  from  the  English  elastic 
saddles  with  string  bars  of  steel,  whalebone,  kc.  and 
also  from  those  w ith  wire  springs,  and  I conceive 
much  superior  to  either,  as  the  elasticity  is  greater, 
and  the  tree  not  being  put  out  of  its  original  forth, 
will  not  he  subject  to  hurting  horses  on  journeys, 
which  is  complained  of  tn  thesaddles  with  spring 
bars.
